Wasnixaron, Jan, 28, —1f there is any Iack of
leginlation for the military establishment this
year It will certalnly not be dus to & want of va-
rioty of mensures to chooss from, Gen, Miles,
whose four billa for the artillery, the Infantry,
the enlisted mon, and for service retirement have
already bean suoken of, hias alsb A cavalry meas-
nre under couslderation, It slmply increases
the number of enlisted men In each troop, and
entablishiea n reserve or depot troop at regle
mental headquartars, and both propositions will
probably find favor with this arm,

A bl reported from the House committes san.
arates the professorship of ethics and gengra-
phy at West Polnt from the ehaplainey, and
allows the employment by the Academlo Hoard
of & chaplain from clvil life, for & tarm of four
years, with the pay and allowanecesof n Captain,
mounted. Col. Ernat, the commandant at West
Paint, urged thin plan befors the committes,
wnd, If it Is adopted, there will horeaftor ben
professor of ethilos and geography who does not
hiare to perforin also & chaplain'a dotles. The
arnnal Military Acndemy Apprapriation bill,

A joint resolution offered by Senator Davis
ravivea the grade of Lientenant-General, in or-
der that when, in the opinion of ths Preasldent
and Benate, it ahall be deemed proper tn me-
knowledge distinguished services of the Major-
General commanding the army, rendered In
the woluntesr army during the late civil war
nnd in command of expeditions against hostlle
Tudlans in the frontlar States nnd Territories,
the grade of Lisutenant-tiensrnl may be spo-
clally conforred.

BAVA ALL DISAPFEARED,

No Aetion Taken Yot In This City Toward

Apresting Any of the Alleged Fillhustars

They repeated the declaration that
wns made when the Cuban war legan—that
the organlzation of Insurgent sywpathizers in
this country would not commit any act that
was lu violatlon of the United States Inwa, It
wns sald that Gen, Uarels, the leader or the
expadition, had fitted the vessel ont 4t his own
expense, Gen, Garcla is staying at 200 Wenst

INDIAN AGENTS.

A Proposal that They Shall Consist Here.
after of Civilinas Ouiy.

WasHIrGToN, Jan. 20.—The bill Introduced
Into the Housa by Mr. Pickler of South Dakota,
concerning Indian agents, woull reverss the
polley established by Congress a few yenra ago.
It provides that the President shall hereafter
neither appoint nor deta!l any army officer to
act as an Indian agentat any agency, and that
all such appointments shnll be from persons in
civil life.

It doesnot appear that any specinl reason
exista for this change of the present custom.
No complaint on the subject is publicly an-
nounced. either from the Commissfoner of In-
dinn AfTalirs or the Secreotaryof the Interior. Tt
{8 true that Commissloner Morgan opposed the
introduction of the new rule, whichoriginated
in a Democratic House severnl years ago, and
perhnps Mr, Plekler thinks thatr the present
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House may be induced for that reason to ahro-
gate it. Hut it was never At any time a ques-
tion of politics, 1t was rather nne of economy
and efMciency; and as on Its face the prosent
vustom saves many ralaries, since, where army
officers are detalled, they perform the dutles of
Indian agents on the regular pay which they
would recelveif not ro detalled, there is no rea-
son to suppose that there will be any change of
aystem.

Anfl economy is not the only guestion in-
volved, There 18 a growing hellef that army
officers, ns n rule, make the best reservation
Smeents, because they are well acqualnted with
the Indian nature, and, by experience, tempera-
ment, and education, know best how to deal
with the red men. Of course, thers are excep-

tiona to this rile, as some ermy officers may be
lean ftted than others for these dutles, and, on
the other hand, there are some civilinnn who
are of the hilghest value i inls respect. The
